Positive indorsement of the $16,- 
000,000 slum clearance bond issue 
has been voted thus far by Demo- 
cratic ward organizations in 17 of 
the 28 wards and Republican or- 
ganizations in 17 wards. Wards 
involved only partly coincide. 

Announcement of this action 


was made through the Citizens’ 
Committee for Slum Clearance and 
Housing, which is conducting the 
bond issue campaign. Leaders of 
the two major party central com- 
mittees and of the bond commit- 
tee expect that many of the re- 
maining ward groups in each 
party will approve the bond issue 
also. 

The indorsements, it was stated, 
involve active support for the 
bond proposal, including distribu- 
tion of sample ballots advocating 
favorable votes at the precinct 
polling places during the election 
next Tuesday. 


Backing From All Parts of City. 

Democratic organizations of the 
following wards have indorsed the 
bond issue thus, far: Second, 
Third, Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, 
Eleventh, Thirteenth, Fourteenth, 
Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Twentieth, 
Twenty - first, Twenty - second, 
Twenty - fourth, Twenty - sixth, 
Twenty-seventh and Twenty-eighth. 

The Republican indorsements 
announced were in these wards: 
First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, 
Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, 
Eleventh, Twelfth, Thirteenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-second, Twen- 
ty-third, Twenty-sixth and Twenty- 
seventh. 

It is significant that the wards 
where each party has given in- 
dorsements are in all parts of the 
city. They include territory classed 
politically both Republican and 
Democratic and areas where 
the residents. are of varying eco- 
nomic levels. The Twentieth Ward 
Republican organization is that of 
Chairman George W. Hartman of 
the city committee, who favors 
the bond issue. Thus far the 
Fourth Ward organization of 
Chairman John J. Dwyer of the 
Democratic City Committee has 
not announced indorsement, but it 
is understood that Dwyer person- 
ally favors the bond proposal. 


Support of Wards Mostly Negro. 

Of particular significance is the 
fact that the Fourth and Fifth 
wards, where the Republican or- 
ganizations have gone on record 
for the bond issue, have Negroes 
as somewhat more than one half 
of their voters. The women mem- 
bers of the Republican committee 
from those wards are Negroes. 
There are three other wards hav- 
ing a preponderance of Negroes. 

In the Sixteenth Ward, where 
there is a Deniocratic indorse- 
ment, about one fifth of the vot- 
ers are Negroes, this being the 
sixth largest Negro ward. Op- 
position to the slum clearance pro- 
posal has been led by some Negro 
groups, but it has been found that 
there are clear indications that 
this does not represent universal 
Negro sentiment here. However, 
it is expected that many Negroes 
mey vote against the bond issue. 

Both the Democratic and Re- 
publican city committees decided 
against taking a stand in favor of 
the bond issue because of opposi- 
tion by some of their members 
from the larger Negro wards. A 
subcommittee of the Democratic 
City Committee, led by Magistrate 
Anton stagy = aoe Ward, fa- 
vored an indorsement. 

Work of Legion Leader. 

A Republican meeting for North 
Side wards at North St. Louis 
Turner Hall last night was asked 
by Raymond -F. McNally, chair- 
man of the American Legion Dis- 
trict Conference, to go on record 
for the bond issue. Only about 30 
persons out of several hundred 
present voted on the motion and 
it was reported that they were 
divided.

Make Room for Wright 
Brothers’ Plane.

Charles A. Lindbergh’s plane, the 
Spirit of St. Louis, is being moved 
over to make room for a famous 
companion—the Wright Brothers’ 
Kitty Hawk. . 
Hereafter, the Wrights’ plane 
will occupy the No. 1 display spot 
at the Smithsonian Institution. 
The ittle aircraft in which Lind- 
bergh flew to fame 21 years ago 
—the first solo flight across the 
Atlantic—has held the place of 
honor since it was acquired in 
May 1928. 

Now Lindbergh’s plane is being 
moved back about 40 feet from the 
entrance. Its vantage point, the 
first sight to greet vistitors, will be 
taken by the long-absent Wright 
machine. 

The Wright Brothers’ plane is 
being returned from London where 
Orville Wright sent it 20 years ago 
because of a dispute with the 
Smithsonian. 

After Orville Wright’s death 
last January, it was disclosed that 
in 1943 he had requested the Brit- 
ish to return the famous relic. 
The Wright plane will be given 
the place of honor dyring 4 cere- 
mony on the morning of Dec. 17, 
the forty-fifth anniversary of its 
historic takeoff from the sandy 
wastes near Kitty Hawk, N. C. It 
will arrive from England Nov. 12 
in crates and be brought from New 
York to Washington by truck. 
Rehanging the Spirit of St. Louis 
will require two days. The plane, 
a Ryan.monoplane powered with 
a 225-horsepower Wright Cyclone,

Not ordinarily a skeptical man, 
President-Candidate Truman now 
admits to being more than some- 
what suspicious about the public 
vpinion polls which have him a 
sure loser to Gov, Dewey st the 
polis next Tuesday. 

In fact, Truman goes so far as 
to hint the polls are rigged by 
pro-Dewey people. They are Re- 
publican polls, Truman says, and 
he adds that they are no accident 
but part of a master design. 

Poll of 1936 Recalled. 

Gifted with a memory longér 
than an elephant’s, Truman re- 
calls that the Literary Digest polls 
of 1936, which had Alf Landon a 
winner, were slightly cockeyed and 
although they helped to kill off 
the Literary Digest they did not 
help Alf to carry more than two 
states—‘“as Maine goes, so goes 
Vermont,” to quote Jim Farley. 

The polls of 1940 and 1944 were 
according to Tru- 
man’s recollection, but no more 


|so, in his opinion, than the polls 


of 1948 will prove to be. 

More than personal vanity is in- 
volved in Truman’s attack on the 
polls. Truman and his advisers 
realize that the widespread pre- 
dictions of a certain Dewey vic- 
tory may tend to keep millions 
away from the real polls next 
Tuesday, on the theory that votes 
for Truman would be wasted, and 
might even cause some faint- 
hearted citizens to hop over to the 
Dewey bandwagon. 

So Truman devoted a good part 
of a major address in Cleveland’s 
Civic Auditorium last night to at- 
tacking the polls as worse than 
meaningless and less than honest. 

Actually, the Democrats have 
the Republicans on the run, Tru- 
man declared. with perfectly 
straight face as if he had taken 
a private poll of his-own, — 

“Of course,” Truman continued, 
“the Republicans don’t admit that. 
They've got a poll that says 
they’re going to win, 

“Well, we all know that for 12 
years the Republicans have been 
poll-happy. In 1836, the Republi- 
cans had a poll that told them 
that they had a sure thing. And 
they did. They had a sure defeat 
coming to them. 

“In 1940, the Republicans had a 
poll that told them they had: the 


edge. Well, it was a mighty sharp. 


edge. They got cut to ribbons on 
election day. 

“In 1944, the Republicans had a 
poll that told them things were 
pretty close. It looked mighty 
promising for the Republican can- 
didate. The promise was all he 
got. In fact, he has been full of 
promises ever since. 

“This year, the Republicans have 
some polls right down the same 
old line. 

“Polis Like Sleeping Pills.” 

“These polls are like sleeping 
pills designed to lull the voters 
into sleeping on election day. You 
might call them sleeping polls. 

“The same doctor i told you 
about the other night in Pitts-

—keeps handing out these sleep- 
ing polls, and some people have 
been taking them.

PEORIA, Il, Oct. 27 — A 
woman member of the Peoria 
county grand jury, which last 
Saturday indicted Theodore C. 
Link, Post-Dispatch reporter, and 
three others on charges of kidnap- 
ing, conspiracy and intimidation, 
told the Peoria Journal yesterday 
she was not aware any indict- 
ments had been returned. 

The Journal reported that the 
juror, a housewife, whose name 
was withheld, disclosed that the 
proceedings conducted in the grand 
jury room by Special Assistant At- 
torney General James A. Howe 
were “so ambiguous and confus- 
ing that she did not know what 
was going on.” 

In its story, the Journal quoted 
the woman grand juror as stating: 
“This man, Howe, read off a long 
piece (apparently the jury’s re- 
port) so fast I could hardly un- 
derstand what he was talking 
about. Frankly, I haven’t the 
slightest idea what it is all about.” 

The Journal made a canvass of 
the 23 members of the jury, receiv- 
ing “no comment” responses from 
most .ef them. Eleven of the 
jurors are women. 

“High-Handed.” 

One woman member inditated 
she was dissatisfied with the 
“high-handed” manner in which 
Howe handled the jury, but she 
refused to be quoted, explaining: 
“I’m still a member of the grand 
jury; under the circumstances I’m 
not talking.” 

Several jurors told the Journal 
they had been instructed “not to 
talk,” but they declined to say 
who gave the instruction. The 
jury is subject to recall until the 
end of the court term, Nov. 9,

Post-Dispatch Man Kept 


Them Informed of His 
Investigation — W h y 
Gang Members Sus- 
pected Associate.

Peter J. Petrakos, the former 
associate of the Shelton gang in 
Illinois whose testimony beforé’ a 
grand jury that he was kidnaped 
led to indictments against the 
writer and three others, became 
a key figure in the investigation 
of the killing of Bernie Shelton 
last July 26 before burial plans 
for the murdered gangster were 

completed. 

Relatives and associates were 
recovering from the first shock 
of the second killing in the Shel- 
ton family in less than a yeas 
Carl Shelton, leader of the Shel- 
tons and Bernie’s elder brother, 
was shot and killed from ambush 
a year ago Oct. 23 at Fairfield, 
Iil.—when -the writer arrived in 
Peoria the day after the murder. 

Jack Ashby, manager of the 


i Shelton Amusement Co., told of 


reports*that had reached Bernie 
Shelton and his associates within 
a few days after Petrakos left 
oh a sudden and unannounced va- 
cation July 3. Petrakos, a gam- 
bler, had borrowed $500 from Ber- 
nie for household necessaries only 
a few weeks previously, so his 
having funds for a vacation came 
as a surprise to the Shelton men. 
Knew of Recording. 
Petrakos' was one of four men 
in Peoria—the others were Bernie 
Shelton, Ashby and Claude U. 
Stone, publisher of the Peoria 
Star—who knew of the existence of 
the amefapnonas ate yom reeord- 
ings and also Knew of a meeting 
arranged at Ashby’s home to play 
the records for Stone. P meet~ 


four men Knew ‘about the delay: 

Petrakos had watched Shelton 
and an associate; George (Doc) 
Williams, load a truck with horses 
to be taken to a sale at Musca- 
tine, Ia., on June 29. Petrakos 
had been inquisitive about their 
destination and route and Shelton, 
usually reticent about his move- 
ments in advance except with liey- 
tenants like Ashby, finally told 
Petrakos where they were going 
to sell the Palomino horses. 

Petrakos recomMended a restau- 
rant near Galesburg as a place to 
stop for dinner. Petrakos then 
left and was not seen by any of 
the Shelton group from that day 
until after Bernie was killed from 
ambush. Usually he was around 
three or four times a day attend- 
ing to Shelton’s minor affairs. 

Then, after Bernie Shelton re- 
turned from Muscatine, informa- 
tion came to the Sheltons that in- 
dicated that someorie in their own 
ranks “had done some talking.” 
Tip °n Ambush Attempt. 

John E. Robinson, former em- 
ploye of the Illinois State High- 
way Patrol and a former tavern 
operator, went to Shelton and told 
him he wanted to repay some fa- 
vors the latter had done for him 
by giving Shelton some “confiden- 
tial information that might result 
in his being killed if it ever got 
out.” 

Robinson related he had been 
out with a woman who told him. 
that Petrakos had told her while 
drinking that he “expected a lot 
of money soon.” Then Petrakos 
told the woman that a picn to 
ambush Shelton at the Ashby 
home had gone awry. He also re- 
lated a plan to waylay Shelton on 
his wav to Muscatine had missed 
fire. Two Mercury automobiles, 
loaded with hoodlums, had been 
lying in wait near Galesburg ut 

they missed Shelton, his wife, 
Genevieve. and Williams when the 
group took an alternate route. 

Three significant things struck 
Shelton and his associetes.

Only four men, including Pe- 
trakos, knew exactly when and

Baum said that, of 
116 of these buildings covered by 
the ordinance, only four thus far 
have fully complied with the erdi- 
nance; 36 are in process of com- 
plying, and 76 have done nothing. 

Many of the hotels need exten- 
sive improvements, including 
closing of stairwells and installa 
tion of fire doors, but have the 
alternative of installing automatic 
Hotels in Class 1 and 
Class 2, known as fire-resistive 
structures, have a much better 
record, Baum continued, reporting 
that 40 of the 69 establishments 
have started improvements 

The new law. enacted in the 
summer of 1946, was to have be 
come effective last Jan. 1. but a 
one-year extension was granted 
because of shortages of labor and 
materials.

RAFFIC movement in and out of the downtown district would 
be aided greatly by the depressed-level express highway through 
the No. 1 Eyesore, proposed in connection with the $16,000,000 


slum clearance bond issue plan. 


This would form the outstanding 


part of a new east-west thoroughfare from downtown to the city 
limits, under the official major street plan of the city. 


It would relieve traffic con- 
gestion in Market street and the 
Olive street-Lindell boulevard ar- 


tery and undoubtedly it could 
handle a much greater flow o 
rush-hour traffic than the present 
one-way system on the Chestnut- 
Lawton route. This is shown by 
analysis of official traffic count 
records. 

The Anti-Slum Commission re- 
port which proposed the slum 
clearance bond issue said that 
about 17,000 vehicles a day now 
traverse Chestnut-Lawton and 
Pine street through the No. 1 
Eyesore (Fourteenth-Grand-Mar- 
ket-Olive-Lindell). However, it de- 
clared: “More traffic can be 
handled, and handled better, on 
a superhighway than on these 
two streets. The depression of 
part of this highway and proper 
landscaping should make it at- 
tractive.” 

That report added that use- 
ful area for housing and other 
purposes would be gained through 
substituting a single express route 
for Pine and Chestnut-Lawton. 

' §$ketch of Proposal. 

How the express highway could 
’ be created is shown in the sketch 
for a plan of rehabilitating the 
No. 1 Eyesore, prepared by the 
City Plan Commission, adopted by 
the Anti-Slum Commission as a 
guide and being used in the bond 
issue campaign. 

This calls for throwing Pine 
and Chestnut together west of 
Twenty-first street. All existing 
east-west streets between Market 
and Olive would be eliminated, 
leaving only the express highway. 
The contemplated large-scale 
housing development between 
Twenty-first and Grand boulevard 
would be served by local access 
atreets, free of any main traffic 
flow, From either Twelfth boule- 
vard or Fourteenth street to the 
start of the depressed thorough- 
fare west of Twenty-first, both 
Pine and Chestnut presumably 
would become one-way arteries, 
westbound for Pine, eastbound for 
Chestnut. 

Furthermore, both Chestnut and 
Pine would be depressed, west of 
Fourteenth street. The tentative 
plan would leave intersections for 
them only at Nineteenth and 
Twenty-first streets. Of especial 
value would be the grade separa- 
tions where these streets cross 
Eighteenth and Twentieth streets. 

Vehicular Bridges. 

The proposed single depressed 
highway would be crossed by 
vehicular bridges at Jefferson 
(2600), Ewing (2900) and Comp- 
ton (3200) and a pedestrian struc- 
ture at Beaumont (2700). It would 
eross under Grand boulevard to 
enter Forest Park avenue, and 
it would have a branch leading 
to Grand and West Pine boule- 
vards at the existing grade. The 
suggestion has been made that 
some of the proposed housing 
could readily be erected over the 
express highway in the vicinity of 
the large tract of land, now va- 
cant, on the east side of Grand 
facing Forest Park avenue. 

Forest Park avenue is now one 
of the wider thoroughfares of the 
city, but of relatively little use 
because it comes to a deadend 
both at Grand and at Kingshigh- 
way. It has a park strip down 
the center, which eventually could 
be utilized to extend the depressed 
thoroughfare, to avoid the eight 
street intersections west of Grand, 
including Kingshighway. 

The official, comprehensive city 
plan calls for extending Forest 
Park avenue across the northeast- 
ern corner of Forest Park and 
north of the park to De Baliviere 
avenue, by paralleling the Wa- 
bash Railroad. From De Baliviere 
the route would follow the aban- 
doned Rock Island Railroad right- 
of-way, which lies north of Lindell 
boulevard. At Skinker boulevard, 
near the city limits, this would 
connect with the existing sesesc 
brook boulevard, which diffuses

Russia sought Atomic Secrets 
During War, Says Gen. Groves

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“There definitely were Soviet 
attempts to get our atomic secrets 
during the war,” the retired. chief 
of the bomb project said. “And 
these attempts undoubtedly are 
being pushed with redoubled in- 


tensity today.” 

Now that he no longer is con- 
nected with the atomic enterprise 
which he guided from its infancy 
in wartime, Groves consented to 
discuss matters on which he has 
been silent up to now. 

Groves, 52 years old, and now 
vice president of Remington Rand, 
Inc., cited as an example of Soviet 
interest in Américan atomic mat- 
ters an incident at Hanford, Wash. 

Something Went Wrong. 

It was in the early days of the 
bomb project when nobody knew 


today in an interview with the United Press. 


Moscow was to some of the re- 
ports sent back by Russian spies. 
Take the Oak Ridge (Tenn.) 
plant where explosive uranium- 
235 was separated by a tedious 
process from non-explosive U-238. 
Tons of material went in one 
end; practically nothing came out 
the other. 

“If a Russian agent got a re- 
port and sent it to Moscow say- 
ing thousands of persons were 
employed in a plant which pro- 
duced nothing, I wonder,” Groves 
said, “how the report was inter- 
preted.” 

But whether they knew what to 
do with them or not, the Rus- 
sians got a lot of atomic secrets. 
Th- big secret is how much atom- 
ic explosive—the “critical assem- 
bly” has to be brought suddenly

By U.S. Tribunal on Charge They 
Plotted to Wage Aggressive War 


Court at Conclusion of 9-Month Trial Finds 
Field Marshals and Generals Not Guilty on 
Ground They Had Not Been Policy Mak- 
ers—Some Guilty on Other Counts.

The judgment said “the acts of 
commanders and staff officers be- 
low policy levei in planning cam- 
paigns, preparing means for car- 
rying them out, moving against a 
country-on orders and fighting a 
war after it has been instituted, 
do not constitute the. planning, 
preparation, initiation and waging 
of war or the initiation of an 
invasion that international law de- 
nounces as criminal.” 

The court also struck out the 
conspiracy charge in the four- 
count indictment. Other counts 
were charges of crimes against 
war prisoners and civilians. 

$ Convicted, One Freed. 

The court handed down judg- 
ments on the final two counts 
against four of the defendants 
late today. Three of them—Field 
Marshals Wilhelm von Leeb and 
Karl Freidrich Wilhelm § von 
Kuechler and Gen. Hermann 
Hoth—were convicted of crimes 
against civilians, and Von Kuech- 
ler and Hoth also were convicted 
of crimes against prisoners. 

Field Marshal Hugo Sperrle, 
who led the air blitz of London 
in 1940, went free—acquitted on 
all counts. 

The court adjourned for the 
night after reading the judgments 
against these four. The judgments 
of the other nine will be read to- 
morrow, and sentences likely will 
be pronounced then. 

The court found that Von Leeb, 
now 72 years old, was guilty of 
crimes’ against civilians on the 
ground that he transmitted the 
so-called “Barbarossa jurisdiction 


order,” which authorized summary 
executions on the eastern front. 

However, the court declared 
Von Leeb “was not a friend or 
follower of the Nazi party or its 
ideology,” and said no criminal 
order was introduced at the trial 
bearing his signatures or stamp of 
approval. He had been accused 
of being active in Hitler’s early 
plans for the invasion of Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland, the Low Coun- 
tries and France.

It ac- 
cused them of maintaining the 
tradition of “German militarism 
after World War I’ and of foster- 
ing Hitler’s rise to power.

Descent to Demagogy 


To his demagogic and distorted appeal to spe- 
cial groups such as labor, the farmer and pen- 
Sioners, President Truman now adds a base at- 
tempt to play on the fears of racial and religious 
groups. He says: 4 

In recent years there has been a new oui- 
cropping of demagogues among us. Danger- 
ous men—men who are trying to win fol- 
lowers for their war on democracy—are at- 
tacking Catholics, Jews, Negroes and oiher 
minority races and religions. Some of these 
demagogues have even dared to raise the 
voice of religious prejudice in ce Eightieth 

Congress. 

By innuendo, the President tries to make it 
appear’ that the voices of prejudice which have 
been raised in Congress —and there have been 
far too many—-are mainly Republican rather than 
Democratic. Both parties, unfortunately, have 
their demagogues. But the President underes- 
timates the memory of the voicrs when he 
expecis them to forget that the Democratic par- 
tv, in the person of its Rankins and Eastlands, 
Elienders and Coxes. has historically held some- 
thing of a corner on racial and religious bigots. 

Some of the worst of these have gone over 
for the moment to the Dixiecrats, but at least 
enough remain to give the Democrats an even 
break in any fair poll of cohgressional peddlers 
of prejudice. 

Because of Mr. Dewey's well reasoned appeal 
for national unity, President Truman intimates 
that the Governor is following the methods of 
Hitler. Mussolini and Tojo. 

In addition to being arrant .and -undignified 
nonsense, such statements can be dangerous and 
disturbing. The great majority of people will 
dismiss them for the buncombe they palpably 
are, but a minority of impressionable persons 
may be deceived. 

Above all, such transparent demagogy reflects 
on the high office of President and belitties 
American leadership in a world where our lead- 
ership offers the chief hope for peace and de- 
mocracy. Such tactics expose Mr. Truman in 
his essential lack of cignity, stature and fitness 
for high office more plainly than anything that 
has gone before. 

We hold no brief for Mr. Dewey as the ideal 
candidate for President. Yet, whatever he lacks, 
he is not a racial or religious bigot nor a man 
who would run interference for a dictatorship. 

The fact that he has been twice elected Gov- 
ernor of a state where racia! and religious minor- 
ities are probably the largest in the nation shows 
of itself the emptiness of such a charge. 

As for the discriminatory displaced persons 
bill, which President Truman cites, Gov. Dewev 
has rebuffed its chief Republican supporter, 
Senator Revercomb of West Virginia, by point- 
ediv refusing to visit that state and ask for his 
re-election. 

The greatest danger of dictatorship in this 
country comes not from the political whimsies 
dreamed up by President Truman. The real 
danger is that by supine surrender to pressure 
groups, in the manner which Mr. Truman seems 
to favor, we may end the economic flexibility 
necessary to a competitive democratic economy. 

That thing happened in Germany. It hap- 
pened in Italy. It could happen here. We need 
a President and a Congress who are pledged to 
referee the economic competition fairly and non- 
politically among all groups and classes. That 
is the way to economic progress and democracy. 

Gov. Dewey, in our opinion, is the best hope 
to lead us along that road for the next four years.

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A Blast. at George Barrett 


The whitewash in Peoria county has moved 
the Peoria Journal to print a blistering, scathing 
editorial which calls for:the defeat of Attorney 
General George F. Barrett in his third-term bid. 

Resentful of Barrett's “effrontery to send an 
assistant (James A. Howe) into this community 
with the intention of holding.up a group of citi- 
zens to ridicule and shame,” the Journal says 
“it is time for citizens to rise up in their might 
and jet him know in no uncertain terms that they 
want no more of him as a state official.” 

The Peoria newspaper is so incensed that it 
puts its denunciation of Barrett on Page 1: 

No citizen of the State of Illinois who is 
interested in enforcement of the laws against 
gambling and corruption can possibly sup- 
port him in his effort to be re-elected after 
his complete whitewashing of the charges 
of gambling in this community. 

Peorians and all the people of Illinois who 
are interested in good government and law 
enforcement should turn out on Nov. 2 to 
cast their votes against George F. Barrett. 
The Journal says that the people of Illinois are 

fortunate in the Democratic nominee for Attor- 
ney General. He is Ivan A. Elliott of Carmi, 
graduate of Illinois Wesleyan University and the 
University of Illinois, and an assistant under At- 
torneys General Kerner and Cassidy. 

If Ivan Elliott were only a mediocre lawyer— 


which he is not—he still would be distinctly 


preferable to an Attorney General who will ap- 
point his own men who misdirect grand juries 
and thus turn the law against itself.

There, censorship would do some good, 
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Bitter Choice in British Steel 

Even in the British Labor Government, senti- 
ment is far from unanimous 4or the scheme to 
nationalize the steel industry. It is not a happy 
choice, but a recourse of desperation. It has 
been left to the last in the nationalization pro- 
gram because of its exceptional thorniness. 

But private enterprise has failed to do the job. 
It is forcing “Socialism’s hands. Its case for 
in control is weak. 
Though it has been getting top production con- 
sidering its present plant, that plant is lopsided 
and obsolescent. and its inefficiencies are pro- 
tected by monopoly. The industry has got itself 
into such a mess that nothing short of Govern- 
ment is big enough to get it out again. 

No one, including the industry itself, disputes 
that it is in a bad way. The only dispute con- 
cerns what is to be done about it, and even 
there private enterprise does not maintain that 
it can do the needful. It maintains only that it 
will see the Socialist Government in a hotter 
place than an open hearth furnace before it will 
let the Government do the needful. 

This is a poor position for private enterprise 
to maneuver itself into. It is all the worse be- 
cause the industry did it by voluntarily throwing 
away two of the greatest qualities of free pri- 
vate enterprise—competition and initiative. 

What has the industry left to say of persua- 
siveness, as opposed to mere defiance? What 
effective answer can it give to the Labor party's 
pamphlet which declares that the only choice re- 
maining is between private monopoly and Goev- 
ernment monopoly? How caft it deny Labor's 
contention that steel is so essential to so much 
of a modern industrial state that control of it 
“carries with it control of the economy,” a 
power which belongs to the people? 

There is a thought for American free enter- 
prise, and particularly its own iron and steel 
industry, to ponder in the British Labor party's 
declaration that “Nowhere in the world has it 
(the steel industry) remained in the hands of 
free, competitive private enterprise.” 

The steel industry in this country, 
been refusing to supply the full demand, and 
has thus been a drawback to the whole economy. 
Isn't Britain's bitter choice of the lesser of two 
evils a sharp reminder to the believers in free 
private enterprise to make it free again, and en- 
terprising again, as well as merely private? 
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Snub for Pete, George and Curly 

When Gov. Dewey toureg Illinois two weeks 
ago, he made a warm plea for the re-election of 
Gov. Green, Senator Brooks and Attorney Gen- 
eral Barrett. In the folksy way of candidates, 
he referred to them as “Pete,” “Curly” and 
“George.” 

Since then a great deal of water—dirty water 
—has flowed under the bridge. A Peoria grand 
jury, directed by a stooge for Barrett and-by a 
State's Attorney himself indicted for attempted 
bribery has tried to block the investigation of 
graft and gambling. 

It has indicted the newspaper man who ex- 
posed statewide conditions of graft and corrup- 
tion. Gov. Green has denounced the expose and 
attempted to cover up—because it is a part of 
the maladministration of his own office. 

So last night in Chicago things were different. 
Gov. Dewey spent several hours in the city with- 
out once asking the re-election of “Pete” or 
“Curly” or “George.” 

We give him a hand for -his discrimination. 
We hope he follows this new pattern through 
the remaining days of the campaign. The man 
who brilliantly prosecuted the powerful crim- 
inal gangs in New York has no call to associate 
his political future with that of men like Green, 
Barrett and Brooks. 
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“Daddy of the Sales Tax”’ 


Because we find it necessary to criticize For- 
rest Smith sharply for many of the items in his 
record, we have searched doubly hard for entries 
to be listed on the credit side. Among the 
sources to which we turned was his biographical 
sketch as State Auditor in the Official Manual 
of Missouri. Perusing its paragraphs, we came 
across the following closing gem:

Remarkable Growth of Television 


The Mirror 


Public Opimon 


Receivers are being built at an expanding rate and applications for 
, telecasting permits far exceed the available channels; paper approves 
* FCC's decision to withhold additional licenses until it takes stock: 
does not expect present set-owners and stations to suffer by changes.

In postponing temporarily the issuance 
of further licenses for television broadcast- 
ing, the FCC has taken an unpopular but 
necessary step. 


The essential consideration is that this 
new giant, television, has outgrown its 
pants, It is doubtful 
whether the country 
has ever seen such 
an expansion as has 
taken place in tele- 
vision during the 
last 18 months. 

Some 400,000 
ceivers already are 
in American homes, 
and the predictions 
are that 1,500,000 
more sets. will be 
manufactured next Wayne Coy 
year. Thirty-seven stations are. 
broadcasting, and 86 more have been au- 
thorized and are in various stages of de- 
velopment. : 


But 302 more applications are pending. 
It probably would be impossible to accom- 
modate all these applicants within the 
present television frequency band. Hence 


it is in the public interest to take a breath- 
er during which the FCC can look at where 


television stands and where it is going.’ 
A principal point at issue is the present 
limitation on television frequencies. The 
very high frequency band now in use—ac- 
tually two bands —- permits 12 television 
channels. These channels appeared ade- 
quate when the FCC set aside wave 
lengths, but complications have entered. 


Trouble With Interference 


Because of a condition known as tropo- 
spheric interference, television waves which 
theoretically go out into space are bounc- 
ing back to earth. Programs of some sta- 
tions are interfering with those of other 
stations. Hence the FCC finds it neces- 
sary to reconsider the present distance 
regulations of 75 miles between stations in 
different channels and 150 miles between 
stations broadcasting in the same channel. 

Other developments also demand scruti- 
ny, including the use of directional anten- 
nas, stratovision (relayed from airplanes to 
overcome the earth’s curvature) and color. 

Obviously if more distance between sta- 
tions is the only way to eliminate inter- 
ference, then fewer stations can be ac- 
commodated in the present wave band. For 
some time. however, the FCC has permit- 
ted experimentation on a new and shorter 
wave band known as ultra high frequency. 
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The experiments have demonstrated the 
feasibility of this band for television, More- 
it will provide a much larger broad- 
field--as many ar 69 channels. as 


over, 
cast 
against the present 12. 

Understandably, the manufacturers and 
broadcasters, and to a lesser extent pro- 
spective set owners, are concerned over the 
implications of this new band. There is 
fear that a sudden shift to the new band 
might render present sets and broadcast- 
ing facilities obsolete. And, of course, the 
FCC has an obligation to present set own- 
ers, broadcasters and manufacturers in ad- 
dition to its obligation to the general public 
to insure that maximum use is made of 
television potentialities. . 


Assurance to the Publie 


Fortunately, the two bands need not be 
mutually exclusive, It is reasonable to as- 
sume that, whatever the FCC does about 
ultra-high frequency, stations will continue 
broadcasting on present wave lengths, and, 
indeed, that there may-be some improve- 
ment in technical quality. 


Four such channels, for example, are al- 
lotted to Washington stations, The prob- 
ability is that when a reassignment is 
made, geographical] factors will be consid- 
ered to permit retention of the old frequen- 
cies where they are now in use. Further- 
more, there is a strong possibility that a 
low-cost converter soon will be on the mar- 
ket to enable old-style sets to receive on 
the higher frequency; also, manufacturers 
are talking about sets that will receive 
programs on both bands. 

These considerations must have been in 
FCC Chairman Coy’s mind when he as- 
sured the public that the freeze will not 
affect the usefulness of present television 
sets and that prospective buyers may pur- 
chase present sets with confidence. 

There has been some criticism of the 


: FCC for not anticipating the present snarl! 


and acting before this. At least it has now 
faced the situation courageously. Certainly 
the freeze will permit a much needed re- 
appraisal. And if changes in the television 
development pattern are indicated, they can 
be made with less cost and pain now than 
later, when more stations and sets will be 
in operation. 

When these technical difficulties are set- 
tled. it is reasonable to hope that the FCC 
will turn its attention to an even larger 
question: What kind of television program 
standards will promote t best in educa- 
tion as well as entertainment?

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Polls and Prophecies 


HOW TO PREDICT ELECTIONS, by Louis H feen 
(Afred A. Knopf, New York, /% pgs., $2.50)

The late Gaar Williams, who entertained 
a generation of Americans with his human 
interest comic pictures, presented as one 
of our “secret ambitions” the desire to be 
an “infallible election forecaster.” 

The three books listed above may not 
produce infallibility at foretelling elections, 
but they have dozens of signposts to guide 
those who are interested in acquiring some 
proficiency. Certainly, they make better 
reading than many of the listless dispatches 
which describe the uninspiring presiden- 
tial campaign now in its closing days. 

Louis Bean doubtless has collected and 
evaluated more election statistics than any 
dozen other forecasters, This election pre- 
dicting business began as a sideline as he 
worked on economic problems in the United 
States Department of Agriculture. But it 
was not long before the hobby became a 
major interest. His book assembles a vast 
amount of data on political tides, the ef- 
fect of techniques, relation of political and 
business cycles, forecaster states, pdlils, 
third parties and so on. 

Bean thinks, or at least thought when he 
wrote the preface, that this vear the Wal- 
lace ticket could well be a decisive influ- 
ence if it was at all effective in a few key 
states, Such irregular factors as the Wal- 
lace party concern only particular years, 
whereas the author prefers to pass over 
short-range in favor of long-range trends. 

Among the many interesting tHings shown 
by Bean's charts is the fact that nine states 
are at least as barometic as Maine, some 
of them more so. They are Illinois, New 
York, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota and Cali- 
fornia. And Maryland has given a popular 
majority to the winner since 1888. 

The second title presents the results of 
an extensive study of political dispositions 
in Erie county, Ohio. A group of Columbia 
University experts moved into the county 
and over a period of six months kept in 
close touch with 600 selected citizens in 
the Roosevelt-Willkie year. One of the 
findings was that 13 per cent changed their 
minds one way or another in the few weeks 
before the election. This is at variance 
with the idea that minds are made up 

months in advance 
and that campaigns 
influence no one. 
A distressing num- 
ber of citizens de- 
cided for no better 
reason than “to vote 
for the winner.” Some 
were even impressed 
by the announce- 
ments that groups of 
movie stars favored 
one nominee or the 
other. Thus, there 
can be no. question 
that the bandwagon

NE thing about this curious presidential campaign now drawing

Visit With Franz Lehar 


Writer of Ever Gay 
~ Merry Widow Waltz 


By Irving Dilliard 


HE death of Franz Lehar in his beloved 
Vienna, after a long illness and a series of 
blood transfusions, must have brought a 
pang of regret to countless Americans who have 
Bas enjoyed his tuneful, 
RS ever young, ever 
gay waltz, “The 
Merry Widow.” To 
those who met the 
sweet, old man after 
the liberation of 
Austria from the 
Nazis came a spe- 

cial sadness. 

A share of that 
special sadness Came 
to me. Hor it was 
my fortune to have 
a most pleasant vis- 
it with the operetta 
master soon after 
V-E day. He was, 

FRANZ LEHAR in fact, the first 
German-speaking celebrity I met following the 
Nazi surrender. Since the memory involves St. 
Louis perhaps it bears telling in print. 

I had gone from Munich by jeep via Hitler's 
autobahn, with its blownout bridges, to the old 
music festival town of Salzburg, across the Aus- 
tro-German frontier. Our counterpart headquar- 
ters in Austria had come up from Italy with Gen. 
Mark Clark’s Fifth Army and had settled itself 
in the ancient seat where Mozart was born. 


* * * 


AS SOON as I arrived, my host, a lieutenant 
colonel of the Italian campaign, asked me to keep 
Sunday open. He said he had arranged for an 
automobile trip to Bad Ischi to talk with Franz 
Lehar about Austrian musicians who had kept 
themselves clear of the Nazi taint. One of the 
immediate needs was to get non-Nazis back into 
places of public notice in music and the other 
arts, as well as in government. The invitation 
Was quickly accepted. 

And now along the winding, climbing road to 
Bad Ischi. Our party, which traveled in a lib- 
erated vehicle, consisted of a GJ. driver, my 
lieutenant colonel friend, a civilian employe of 
the military, in uniform but minus insignia, and 
the visitor from Munich, 

Few parts of Europe are more beautiful than 
the country between Salzburg and Bad Ischl. 
The road twists and turns as it mounts higher 
and higher. To the north is Budweis and nearer 
at hand are Linz and Steyr." Much of the way 
the route overlooks lovely Abersee. St. Gilgen, 
St. Wolfgang, Strobl—every village has its lake 
shore or river. Then comes Bad Ischi itself,-set 
among steep hills, with Vienna on to the east 
and to the south a diadem of lakes, Hallshaetter- 
see, Altausee, Grundisee, above which risg the 
mountains of Salzkammergut. 


* * * 


AN OLD TOWN of about 10,000, famous over 
Europe for its salt and other baths, Ischi is cut 
through by the racing Traun river. Close to its 
brimming bank we found the house in which 
Franz Lehar had spent his summers for 40 
years. It was brick and squarish, solid rather 
than pretentious. We were received at the door 
by Frau Lehar, a friendly, good-natured, buxom 
woman, who immediately invited us in. At once 
we were surrounded by furniture, pictures, bric- 
a-brac collected by the composer and his wife. 

While we were still taking off our coats and 
caps, he came to join in the welcome. A stocky 
man who moved slowly, he was then 75 years 
old. ‘His hair was close cropped and white. His 
cheeks were pink and his eyes as Merry as the 
dance of the widow he had made famous 40 
years before. His English was not too good, but 
the capable Frau Lehar got along very well 
and she quickly relayed messages which he did 
not catch. He sat upright, in a chair with arms, 
solid and squarish, like his house. 

The lieutenant colonel of ‘the Italian campaign 
introduced the object of the visit and for a time 
the talk was on the subject of musicians and 
music not identified with Nazi gatherings and 
entertainments. Then it went off into other 
things, the beauty of Bad Ischl, paintings and 
wood carvings in the house, the coming of the 
Americans, Lehar'’s light-hearted compositions. 


* * * 


AS WE SAT in the room in which he wrote 
“The Merry Widow” in 1005—just 40 years earlier, 
soon after he resigned his commission as an 
Austrian army band leader — I found myself 
thinking almost exclusively of the world-wide 
success of that. operetta and wishing that I might 
hear at least a few bars of it fingered by its 
composer in the room in which it was written. 

So through Frau Lehar I told him that nothing 
he could do would give his visitors so much 
Pleasure as for him to sit down to the piano 
so we might hear the melody in the room from 
which it had floated out to Vienna, Paris, Lon- 
don, Buenos Aires, New York—and St. Louis. He 
said almost boyishly that he had not played for 
two years, that you could not enjoy the piano 
when you were unhappy. But with only a little 
persuasion he moved over to the dark instru- 
ment, where his back was to a front window. He 
raised the cover of the keyboard, opened and 
closed his stubby fingers a half dozen times, took 
a breath and began. 

I shall not attempt to describe the playful, 
lilting music we heard. Everyone knows it. 
Everyone has hummed it. We were entranced,

UESTION: I resent the idea that, if I married, I'd have

Answer: You'd rather “belong to daddy” by keeping 
you fathers mame’ Legally, you don't have to do either one. 

Q. T resent the State trying to tell me how to handle my 
children. ‘This isn't Russia. They belong to me, not to the 
State, <ion't they? 

A. Of course not: and it's about time for you to begin 
treating them as persons, not possessions. Psychologist Fritz 
Kunkel put it pithily: “Children belong not to their parents. 
*but to life itself.” 

.Q. Why isn’t someone doing something about the housing 
problem? 

A. Ask Congress. But former Gov. Ellis Arnall of Georgia, 
in his recent book, “What the People Want,” points out that 
housing is not one problem but three: (1) that of the city 
family which can neither buy nor build at a reasonable price; 
(2) that of the city family which ought not to own a house, 
but can’t find a decent ome to rent; and (3) that of decrepit 
houses that need replacement on the nation’s farms.

“Their parents used to bring 
them to clinics for Infantile par- 
alysis, when it came into the lime- 
light, because they knew they 
were suffering from some kind of 
paralysis, and they knew some- 
thing should be done about it. 
Those clinics couldn't help them, 
of course, because polio comes 
from damage to the spinal cord, 
cerebral palsy from damage to 
brain tissue.” 

There were many early misap- 
prehensions about cerebral palsied 
children, the most common being 
that the child was subnorma! 
mentally, even feeble minded. 

“Only due to new information 
and research.” Miss Shover said, 
“have we realized that 70 per cent 
of these children are educable. 
and even a greater number can be 
helped by treatment. Because of 
their speech defects, many people 
do not realize their potentialities. 
With training, cerebral palsied 
children have become doctors, 
lawyers, engineers and ‘workers in 
all fields. 

“Of course, the amount of crip- 
pling varies greatly, ranging from

HE first national attention 

was focused on this group in 

1948 when the National Society 
for Crippled Children and Aduits, 
Inc.. issued & booklet, entitled, 
“The Farthest Corner,” which out- 
lined the difficulties in treating 
the cerebral palsied, and con- 
cluded. “It is these difficulties 
that have pushed the cerebral 
paisied child ixitto the farthest 
and darkest corner of our na- 
tional conscience. Of all crip- 
pled and handicapped children, 
he is the most negiected, the least 


understood, an@ the most needful 
of our attention.” 

This picture has changed great- 
ly since that time with the setting 
up of training centers, the recruit- 
ment of trained workers, and the 
arousing of public and group in- 
terest. 

“The cerebral palsied can be 
helped,” Miss Shover says, “but it 
takes effective teamwork, special 
therapists, nurses, and social 
workers, surgery for a few cases, 
drug therapy, bracing, and physi- 
cal, occupational and speech 
therapy for others. We try to 
weave the program into already 
existing local resources, so that 
itt is a part of the .community. 
Parent education Ve also essential 
eo that they can carry on the pro- 
gram at home. 

“The greatest obstacle we face 
at present is limited personnel. 
There are about 3000 physical 
therapists, 3000 occupational thera- 
pists, and fewer speech therapists. 
We need 25,000 speech therapists 
and 12,000 or 15,000 physical and 
occupational therapists.”

In addition to helping set up 
medical centers, parent and pub- 
lic education centers, Miss Shover 
recruits workers, and works with 
organizations, such as the Junior 
Laague, Rotary, Kiwanis and Elks’ 
clubs, to participate and contribute 
to the scholarshi to doce- 
tors and nurses desirous of taking 
specialized Finger . the field.

If 
I had wanted you to bid a slam on 
that mangy holding of yours, I 
would have saved you the trouble 
by bidding it myself!” 

South, all wounded innocence, 
mumbled that he had only heen 
trying to “respect” North's super 
strong bidding and that it had 
not seemed proper to hang at the 
five-level, 

“Welk” North rejoined, “how 
would you suggest that I tell you 
that you would need club control 
for the slam’? I bid spades and 
diamonds, and later supported 
hearts. If I had had a singleton 
club, and all the strength that my 
other bids showed, don’t you think 
[I would have jumped straight to 
the slam’”” 

South had no answer for this 
last question—and that was the 
rub. If South had had the club 
king instead of the diamond king, 
thus giving him at least second- 
round control of the obvious dan- 
ger suit, his acceptance of the 
slam invitation would have been a 
great deal sounder
